@emization—The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church—up in this country. I am 
sent out by the Synod to survey the 
country and our settlers with a 
view to establishing our chureh in 
Western Canada. The Synod, which 
commussions me, has jurisdiction over 
90@ churches in the States. The work 
whieh our church covers is mainly 
missionary in the Western States, 
and we number among our communi- 
cants, not only Norwegians, but 
large quotas of Danes and. Swedes, 
especially Danes. Of course, it will 
be likewise in the West up here. We 
will get our men for this work from 
the theological school at St. Paul. 

“What are the features of your 
church system ¢” asked the reporter. 

“Well, of course, we have churches 
like all others, but we also believe 
largely in rehgious education. Our 
Synod has always been active in edu- 
cational work. We have a_ great 
many parochial schools, also theo- 
logical semimaries, a college and 
twelve academies. 

Turning to general conversation 
this pioneer pastor, in a few re- 
marks, showed what it is that goes 
to make up the prized Scandinavian 
settler. One of ‘his remarks: “There 
is no more than one-half per cent. 
oc the Norwegian people in the 
mother country, who cannot read 
and write. This condition exists to 
a large extent in Sweden. 

“No; you cannot call the Scandin- 
avians well-to-do in their own coun- 
try. It is a mountainous country 
and they undergo many hardships in 
eking out a sustenance.” 

Mr. Larsen went west last night 
and will imspect thoroughly Alberta 
and the principal parts of Assini- 
boia.
